In accordance with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §§1.97 
and 1.98 and in compliance with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 
§1.56, the Applicant directs the Examiner's attention to the 
following references to be made of record: 

1. U. S. Patent No. 4,584,278 to Knauf, entitled 
"Antigen derived from human ovarian tumors 
and radioimmunoassay using the antigen," 
(April 22, 1978) . 

2. U. S. Patent No. 4,713,351 to Knauf, entitled 
"Monoclonal antibody directed to an antigen 
derived from human ovarian tumors and a 
radioimmunoassay using the antibody," 
(December 15, 1987). 

The cited references disclose, in pertinent part, the isolation 

and purification of an antigen named NB/70K. The antigen is a 

fraction isolated from ovarian homogenates. It is disclosed 

that the antigen is isolated from Fraction OCA and has a 

molecular weight of 70,000 KD; the antigen can also be isolated 
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from Fraction OCC . The references further contemplate an 
antibody, named Anti— NB/70K, and radioimmunoassays which detect 
the presence of unspecified ovarian carcinomas. The references 
contemplate conventional methods of purification, isolation and 
application. The latter reference is specifically drawn to a 
monoclonal antibody directed to the antigen.
